BY-LAW WILL PROVIDE 
NEW FIRE EQUIPMENT 

At Monday's mooting of \ uloan 
town council a schonio was submitted 
to provide a now fire equipment for 
the town, and i( by-law to K j V e effect 
to- the recommendations contained 
therein received its first ami second 
readings. 

The necessary outlay will l>e„$7500 
which will pro\ id<q 

Fire truck with pump (250 gallons 

per minute). 

1500 feet 2-'- inch hose. 

Together with five cisterns to he plac 
, -ed at various points in town, viz: 
One at Imperial Hotel 
One at Imperial) Hotel (the old wa¬ 
ter tower) 

One at Roy Ferguson's old barn 
One at the Skating Rink 
One near the school. 

These cisterns will supply water to 
any ((art of town, and willhave a ca¬ 
pacity of 100,000 gallons. It is also 
proposed to lay water lines: ope to 
corner near Theatle; one to corner 
near King’s Drug store. These will 
serve to extend the use of fire fight¬ 
ing apparatus and increase supply of 
water available for dealing with out¬ 
breaks in the business—seetion. 

The improved system will he oper¬ 
ated by an organized brigade under 
a fire chief, amhregular practices will 
be held. 

Debentures Will be issued to meet 
the cost, and these will likely amount 
to $10,000 so as to allow $2,500 for 
taking care of additional road im¬ 
provements. 

Much credit is due to Mayor Butch¬ 
art who has taken a very keen inter¬ 
est in this project for some time, and 
has visited Raymond to examine a 
similar equipment in operation, on 
which visit he was accompanied by 
Councillors Allan and McAskile. 

Installation will commence as soon 
as possible, and the system is as good 
as it is possible to procure for the 
amount lo he expended and will sup¬ 
ply an up-to-date .equipment capable 
of fighting fires at full capacity for 
five hours. It will he a distinct addi¬ 
tion to the desirability of Vulcan as a 
place of business or residence; and 
will no doubt reduce the insurance 
rates on local properties, so that. TTi 
time, il may he self-supporting.

One can understand it when the 
New York Times waxes sarcastic at 
Baron Beaverbrook's suggestion for 
“developing markets within a ring 
fence built ardund the empire.’’ The 
New York Times has never taken the 
American ring fence very warmly. It 
is only being consistent when it ob¬ 
jects to a British ring fence. 

Lord Beaverbrook asks why Can¬ 
ada, which imports $676,000,000 
worth of manufactured goods, should 
not keep this wonderful market for 
an all-British trade. This leads “The 
Times” to remark that he will find 
th e reason if he looks at the sales pf 
Canadian products to the United 
States. But while Beaverbrook is 
looking at these sales he is also look¬ 
ing at the disparity in the trade be¬ 
tween Canada and the United States 
and at the attempts of the United 
States to make that disparity in favor 
of itself even greater. 

It may be true that Beaverbrook as 
“The Times’’ charges, is looking for 
a popular cry and for votes in British 
elections. There are many British 
business njen who are talking of in¬ 
creased broader empire trade arrange 
ments who are not looking for votes 
and who are not accustomed to purely 
popular cries. 

The "Financial Post” is not pre¬ 
pared to forecast that Empire free 
trade will come in this generation. On 
the other hand any one who has view¬ 
ed the remarkable economic develop¬ 
ments that have taken plac» in the 
past generation throughout the world 
knows better than to state that such 
free trade is an impossible develop¬ 
ment. 

In the meantime, a ring fence 
around the empire is not necessary to 
the development of British empire 
trade. Further preferential tariff 
agreements on a “something given 
for something received” basis are cer 
tain to be worked out in the near fu¬ 
ture and one need not give too much 
thought to the question of whether or 
not the ultimate development lies in 
complete free trade in the Empire.

THE FIRE MENACE 

In the last issue of this paper, ref¬ 
erence was made to the reduction of 
insurance rates on residence property 
and the absence of fires in our town 
for many years. 

Recent disastrous fires in several of 
the Alberta towns, the most destruc¬ 
tive in property being those at Wain- 
wright, Tofield and Lloydminster give 
rise to a suspicion that a fire-bug is 
at large in the province. But investi¬ 
gation both at Wainwright and To¬ 
field revealed that the fires were due 
to the carelessness of certain citizens, 
not at ail criminally-minded, but just 
forgetful for the moment, as anyone 
is likely to he. The Lloydminster in¬ 
vestigation, about to be held, will like 
ly reveal the same cause, says the 
Vegreville paper. 

It must not be overlooked that all 
this part of the province has been sub 
jected this year to the most prolonged 
drouth known since 1919. The casual 
rains which have occured have served 
only to accentuate the urouth. In an 
ordinary season both June and July 
furnish so much moisture that even 
frame building do not catch fire eas¬ 
ily. But this year, every frame build¬ 
ing is just like tinder, only awaiting 
a spark to spring into a blaze immed¬ 
iately. 

So far, we have been fortunate and 
to maintain our record w-e must exer¬ 
cise vigilence as that is the only price 
of safety from fire. Until the danger 
season is over it might be well to en¬ 
gage a night watchman and thus 
avoid so far as possible, the disaster 
which overtook Lloydminster and 
Wainwright. 


ATTACKS FORESTRY METHODS 


A strong indictment'of the forestry 
methods used in Canada is made in 
the current issue of the Empire For¬ 
estry Journal by Fraser Story, the 
editor. After referring to the ever¬ 
growing needs of the Empire for soft 
woods, the writer points out the mag 
nificent white pine forests of eastern 
Canada are gone and the lumber in¬ 
dustry is now concentrating on the 
great forests of the west. 

“The treatment of old stands and the 
neglect and abuse of young' growth, 
in spite of the efforts of the forestry 
service, the absence of care in the ab¬ 
straction of produce arid the large per 
centage of waste come as a shock to 
European forestry,” he writes. 

"Generally speaking,” he continues, 
“no effort is made to restock cleared 
areas with profitable species. During 
logging operations, all valuable coni¬ 
fers are removed, while fire nearly 
always breaks out in the debris and 
bums any that remain. 

“The lack of regard for future 
crops seems to be principally due to 
thoughtlessness. Canada will, no 
doubt, always have a sufficient supply 
of soft woods to satisfy her own 
needs, but as an Empire supply she is 
a) failing-source, he states. 


In spite of the dry weather it is en 
couraging to hear about splendid 
crops in Southern Alberta. All of 
which goes to show that good farm¬ 
ing pays, particularly in a dry year. 
We have much to be thankful for in 
the fine quality of seed grown and al¬ 
so the yield. j 


In a current issue of the Monetary 
Times appears a comprehensive arti¬ 
cle on the steady expansion of indus¬ 
try in the three prairie provinces. 
The purpose of the article is to invite 
the people in the East to reconstruct 
their ideas about the West. Wheat is 
still a great source of revenue but no 
longer the only one. Mining, manu¬ 
facturing, lumbering and fishing are 
reaching proportions deserving of na¬ 
tional attention. The prairies are rap 
idly becoming a land of diversified in¬ 
dustries as well as a country of mix¬ 
ed farming. 

Extended reference is made to the 
progress of dairying a nd stock rais¬ 
ing. The total value of dair^. products 
in the three provinces in 1927 is given 
as $21,687,000. he past year and a 
half, it is pointed out, marked the be¬ 
ginning of an" irftensivfe development 
of the mineral wealth of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and. Alberta. While 
similar as to topography, these prov¬ 
inces are very different as to mineral 
resources. Alberta and Saskatche¬ 
wan are rich in coal deposits. Alber¬ 
ta is famous for its oil and gas re¬ 
sources, Saskatchewan for its great 
variety of ceramic clay sand new found 
minerals, and Manitoba for its zinc, 
copper, silver and gold ores and also 
its unrivalled building stone. 

With regard to manufacturing the 
Monetary Times quotes an official 
statement to the effect that tht; manu¬ 
factured producs in the prairie prov¬ 
inces last‘year had a value of $327,- 
000,000, an increase of 25 per cent ov¬ 
er the output in 1926. 

“NS* dotltft there are many in the 
east who will view Western Canada 
as great frontier, rural and agrarian 
to the exclusion of other industries,” 
concludes the writer. “For such Cana¬ 
dians wc would prescribe a visit to 
Western Canada. Let him see Winni¬ 
peg, the gateway to the west; Regina 
the Detroit of the future; Edmonton, 
Calgary or Medicine Hat, and he will 
come to realize that industry as well 
as agriculture belongs to the west.”

INTERESTING NEWS 


Alberta . Leads .ir Highway Building. 
Great Danger is Loose Gravel 


Alberta clearly leads its sister prov 
ince of British Columbia in highway 
building, in the opinion of J. W. Glen- 
wright, vice-presi >nt of the Edmon¬ 
ton branch of the alberta Motor As¬ 
sociation. He recently returned from 
a tour of the southern districts of the 
two provinces ana found that the 
coast province was certainly lagging 
behind when it came to road building. 

On this trip Mr. Glenwright travel¬ 
led by way of the Crow’s Nest Pass, 
returning over the Windermere high¬ 
way. He found the roads in southern 
Alberta were absolutely first- 
class, and regretted that British Co¬ 
lumbia, at least the sections he drove 
over, was far behind in that respect. 

“In southern British Columbia the 
roads had not been properly built, as 
they were narr<yw !ffld~dfingerous and 
apparently little attention\had been 
given to proper maintenance,’’ said 
Mr. Glenwright. "There were deep 
ruts, especially between Cranbrook 
and Kuskanook, at which point one 
takes the boat for Nelson. 

“On our Alberta roads the gTeat 
danger is loose gravel. From Red 
Deer to Edmonton it did not appear 
that th e road was being properly 
maintained, as there were some bad 
holes encountered. It is apparent 
that a policy of continuous mainten¬ 
ance must be adopted to give the ser¬ 
vice demanded by the auto traffic of 
today.” M 


The latest available estimate places 
Canada’s forest resources at 224,.304 
million cubic feet of standing timber 
which is capable of yielding 424,637 
million feet board measure of sawn 
lumber and 1,121,993 thousand cords 
of pulpwood, ties, poles and other 
smaller materials. With the popula¬ 
tion of the Dominion estimated at 9,- 
519,000 in 1927 this represents a per 
capita supply of 23,664 cubic feet of 
standing timber to provide an annual 
per capita consumption for use alone 
of over 269 cubic feet.

Has Very Interesting Reminiscences 
of His Early Pioneering Days 

Hon Frank Oliver, as one of our 
Alberta pioneers, has interesting re¬ 
miniscences. Speaking before an 
eastern audience recently he told his 
audience that when he first went to 
Edmonton in 1876 “wheat flour was a 
luxury, not a necessity, and sold at 
$15 to $25 per 96-pound sack when 
there was ahy for sale, which was on¬ 
ly at intervals. Police horses at Fort 
Saskatchewan were fed on oats grown 
at Sun River, Montana, freighted 
across country by strong teams of 
mules, horses or oxen and Red River 
carts to Edmonton. The first night I 
Blept in a house in this district,’’ he 
recalled, “the owner and his wife sat 
down to a dinner of boiled muskrats 
and ‘lady finger’ (small) potatoes-and 
were specially fortunate in having the 
potatoes. The staple food of the coun 
try was buffalo meat and white fish. 
The nearest railroad was in the State 
of ’ Minnesota, far beyond Winnipeg. 
Mail came once in three weeks and 
took three weeks on the way from 
Winnipeg.” 

Mr. Oliver told of the bitter disapr 
pointment which came to Edmonton in 
1881, whefl the route of a projected 
railway was so altered as to leave the 
Edmonton settlements 200 miles off 
the line. It was not, indeed, until 1905 
that the Canadian Northern reached 
Edmonton on the direct route from 
Winnipeg. All those years it was a 
case of hqpe deferred, with, as Mr. 
Oliver put it, “the rebellion of 1885 
thrown in for good measure.” 

But in those years of pioneering, 
the West found itself. It was realiz¬ 
ed that oats, insteads of having to be 
imported, could be grown in tlie Ed¬ 
monton district “more bushels to the 
acre and more pounds to the bushel 
than anywhere else in the world. It 
was discovered not only that Edmon¬ 
ton was wwM within the wheat belt, 
but that wheat could be commercially 
grown hundreds of miles to the north¬ 
wards and westward.” 

Mr. Oliver was present, not; indeed 
at the birth of a nation, but at the 
birth of a national granary. * 

LIFE’STOOLS 

All Children Should Undergo Physical 
Exanunoti.n • -v_ 

When a carpenter goes-out to build 
a house, he first examines his tools to 
see that they are in perfect condition. 
A good workman \^ill not work with 
damaged tools, nor with an essential 
tool missing. The finished result 
would be imperfect. He would not 
have his name associated with such. 

Are parents as careful as the good 
workman ? So many small children 
are to begin next month to build the 
foundation for the future structure of 
their lives. Are their tools in perfect 
working order? Eyes and ears, heart 
and lungs—in fact, the whole struc¬ 
ture that makes up the little body. 

Unless they are in perfect working 
condition, the child starts with a 
handicap that nothing in later life can 
overcome. The structure that he 
buils will be imperfect, and he is not 
responsible—his parents are. 

No child should start school with¬ 
out a -complete physical examination, 
without having defects, if any, reme¬ 
died, without being in perfect work¬ 
ing condition. That is his birthright.

They rock in private cars, and prob¬ 
lems are so much more easily settled 
with a cheque book than by giving 
them deep thought. 

And what romance is there in a 
rocking chair for the youth of today? 
It takes a one-handed driver of an 
open car travelling at 60 miles an 
hour to breed romance in present day 
youth. The greater the speed, the 
greater the romance. 

No, the rocking chair may have 
played a very important part in his¬ 
tory, in statecraft, in domestic rela¬ 
tions and in the up bringing of youth 
but it has no chance today. Just look 
into the display windows of the mod¬ 
ern furniture store, and see if the 
rocking chair has not passed away in¬ 
to the limbo of forgotten things.—Sea 
forth Expositor.

I don’t ask you to buy anything 
from us that you can produce your- 
j selves, but I do plead for a chance for 
those who are in sore straits in the 
Old) Country.’ The British minister, 
in one of the most fiery and impas¬ 
sioned speeches ever heard here, stat¬ 
ed definitely and absolutely that he 
had ^io intention of dumping British 
labor in Canada.

Persistent Advertising Xcofssary. 

The Public Soon Forgets 

To the business man who thinks 
the public does not need to be con¬ 
stantly reminded of who he is and 
what he has to sell, the often told 
story of Pyle's Pearline will bear re¬ 
peating. 

In 1904 Pearline, a cleaning ma¬ 
terial, was used by a large percentage 
of the housewives of the country, and 
the company spent $500,000 in adver¬ 
tising that year. Later the advertis¬ 
ing was curtailed, and about 1907 it 
was discontinued altogether, as the 
company thought the product was so 
well known that it did not require 
further advertising. 

Sales fell off rapidly, but the own¬ 
ers persisted in their non-advertising 
policy until 1915, when the whole con 
cem, including good will, was sold 
for $12,000. Pearline was dead. 

Many other products whose names 
were household words a few years 
ago are not heard of today because 
they failed to keep up their advertis¬ 
ing and consequently the public for¬ 
got them. 

Business men must remember that 
new generations are coming along all 
the time, and these new buyers must 
be personally sold on a product or a 
store, as their fathers and mothers 
were sold before them. The only time 
it is safe to stop’ 1 advertising is when 
one is ready to go out of business.

Tlir ,) ’Hudson Bay Railway is rapidv 
ly nearing completion to its terminus 
on Hudsfln bay.

Only a few miles of 
rails remain to be laid to complete 
the line to Fort Churchill. When com 
pleted the long discussed project will 
provide Western Canada with an ad¬ 
ditional outlet to the ports and mar¬ 
ket of the world. New lines of steam 
ers, adapted up to the northern 
routes, will no doubt soon follow, 
thus bringing the British Isles and 
Europe several hundred miles pearer 
to the prairie provinces.
